GIVE BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF WHAT HAPPENED: 



Report: 

On Friday, Hay 13, 2011, at approximately 2326 hours, members of the Fifth District received a radio 
assignment for the sound of gunshots in the rear of 1200 block of 18th Place, NE, Washington, D.C. 
Officer Roccato, L #2084, conducted a search of the area of the 1200 block of 18th Place, NE, and 
found a victim laying in the rear of 1218 18th Place, NE, Washington, DC, suffering from an apparent 
gunshot to the head. The victim was unconscious and unresponsive. DCFD Ambulance #10 and DCFD 
engine #10 examined the victim and found no signs of life. The remains of the victim, later identified 
as Ervin Griffin (hereinafter referred to as the decedent), were then transported to the OCME pending 
an autopsy. Two 9mm shell casings were found on the ground in the area of the decedent's body. 
The decedent's license and a credit card were found in his back pants pocket. His cellular telephone 
has not been located. Your affiant learned from a friend of the decedent who was with him earlier that 
day that the decedent had money on him. However, none was found on the decedent. 

On Saturday, May 14, 2011, Dr. Prashar of the District of Columbia Medical Examiner's Office 
conducted an autopsy on the body of the decedent and ruled the cause of death to be a single 
gunshot wound to the throat, and ruled the manner of death to be a HOMICIDE. 

On Friday, May 20, 2011, your affiant interviewed a witness (hereinafter referred to as "W1") who 
stated that IT was in the area of the 1200 block of 18th PL, NE, Washington, DC, when IT observed the 
decedent who was sitting alongside of 121 1 18th St NE, Washington, DC, inside of his GMC Yukon, 
which is tan in color, bearing Maryland Tag #205M341 /VIN#1GKEK13253R243968. W1 further stated 
that IT observed a person known to IT as David Warren talking to the decedent as he (David Warren) 
sat inside of the decedent's vehicle. W1 heard the decedent state, "give me my keys!" David Warren 



then exited the vehicle and responded around to the driver's side of the vehicle. 

At this time, IT stated that IT observed David Warren grab the decedent by his collar and pull him from 
his vehicle. W1 heard the decedent state, "I don't have any money." W1 saw another person IT knew 
by the name of Montez Warren sitting on the wall near David Warren and within a few feet of the 
driver's side of the decedent's truck. IT further stated that IT saw Montez Warren, along with a third 
man unknown to W1 , get up and accompany David Warren as he forcibly took the decedent up the 
alley and into the rear of the 1200 block of 18th Place, NE, Washington, DC. W1 did not see a gun in 
David Warren's hands. W1 stated that shortly after the decedent was escorted into the darkness of 
the alley by the three men, IT heard a loud gunshot and then a loud scream from the decedent. W1 
had initially told police that IT did not know who got into the decedent's car, or who pulled the 
decedent out of the car, or who snatched decedent's keys. 

On Friday, May 20, 2011, W1 was shown a confirmation photograph of the defendant, David Warren, 
1830 M St., NE, B/M, 5'8", 140 lbs, brown eyes, black hair, medium complexion, DOB: 05/24/86, SSN: 
■■■■■ PDID: 532-465. After reviewing the photograph, W1 identified the defendant as the 
person IT observed pull the decedent from his vehicle and force him into the darkness of the alley rear 
of the 1200 block of 18th Place, NE, Washington, DC. W1 has known the defendant for over 10 years. 

On Friday, July 22, 2011, your affiant interviewed another witness (hereinafter referred to as W2) who 
stated that IT was in the area of the 1200 block of 18th St., NE, Washington, DC, when IT observed 
persons IT knew by the names of David and Montez Warren talking to the decedent alongside of the 
decedent's vehicle which was parked in the mouth of the alley alongside of 1211 18th St., NE. W2 
further stated that IT went into the house and was shortly thereafter approached by W1 , who stated, 
"Something is about to go down." W2 then stated that IT heard the decedent in the rear alley of the 
1800 block of 18th PI., NE, yell out, "What are you doing." At this time, IT states that IT then heard a 
gunshot come from the darkness in the alley rear of the 1200 block of 18th PI., NE. W2 at first had 
denied seeing anyone at the time, but said IT did so because IT was scared. 

On Friday, July 22, 2011, W2 was shown a confirmation photograph of the defendant, David Warren, 
PDID: 532-465. After reviewing the photograph, IT identified the defendant as the person IT observed 
talking to the decedent moments before the decedent was shot and killed. W2 had known the 
defendant for a couple of years. 

On Wednesday, August 24, 2011, your affiant interviewed a third witness (hereinafter referred to as 
W3), who states that IT was in the 1200 block of 18th St, NE, when it observed the decedent pull his 
vehicle in the alley alongside of 1211 18th St., NE, and then engage in conversation with a person IT 
knew as David Warren and another individual who IT knew as "Davon." W3 stated that after talking to 
the decedent from the passenger side of the vehicle, David Warren walked around to the driver's side 
of the vehicle and snatched the decedent from the vehicle and along with 'Davon' and Montez Warren, 
who was already in the alley, take the decedent into the alley rear of the 1 200 block of 18th PI., NE. W3 
further stated that IT observed this Individual who IT referred to as "Davon," respond back to the 
decedent's vehicle and drive it to the 1200 block of 18th PI., NE, where he parked the vehicle and then 
responded back into the alley. 

W3 stated that IT then heard several gunshots coming from the alley rear of the 1200 block of 18th PI., 
NE. W3 then walked into the alley and as IT approached the alley rear that separates the houses of 
18th St. and 18th PI., IT observed David Warren, Montez Warren, and the person who is only known to 
IT as 'Davon,' exit from the alley rear of the 1200 block of 18th PL, NE, and walk in the direction of 18th 
PL, NE. 



On Wednesday. August 24, 2011, W3 was shown a photo array which consisted of nine (9) 
photographs. After reviewing the photos, IT identified photo #5 as being the person IT knew as 
"Dave" and who IT observed pull the decedent from his vehicle and take him into the alley rear of the 
1200 block 18th PI NE. The person in photo #5 is the defendant, David Warren, PDID: 532-465. 
Several days after making this identification, W3 claimed that IT did not see David Warren "snatch" 
the decedent, but only saw David move the decedent out of the way of the door so it would close. W3 
also said that IT did not see Montez in the alley, but only assumed that he was there. 

On Tuesday, October 14, 2011, your affiant interviewed another witness (hereinafter referred to as 
W4), who first stated that IT was standing in the area of the 1 200 block of 1 8 th PI., NE, at the time of the 
shooting, but did not see anything and was probably very high on marijuana. However, after W4 was 
informed that IT had an arrest warrant and a pending case in another state, IT stated the following. IT 
stated IT was at the 1200 block of 18 th PI., NE, when IT observed a person IT knew as David Warren, 
who was armed with a dark colored semi-automatic handgun in one hand and was clutching the 
decedent by his clothing in his other hand as he walked the decedent up the alleyway. A person IT 
knew as Montez Warren joined David Warren, who took the decedent into the rear of 1218 18 th PI., NE, 
Washington, DC. Once they walked into the rear alleyway, W4 could not see them, but heard one of 
them say, "give that shit up." W4 did not know what person said that. W4 further stated that 
moments later IT heard two gunshots and then observed David Warren and Montez Warren exiting the 
alleyway leading to the street of the 1200 block of 18 th PI., NE, Washington, DC. IT further stated that 
two other individuals came out of the alley behind David Warren and Montez Warren, one of whom IT 
knew as "Ak." 



On Tuesday, October 14, 201 1 , W4 was shown a photo array that consisted of nine (9) MPD 
photographs. After reviewing the photographs, W4 positively identified the person in photo #5, as 
being the person IT observed grab the decedent out of his truck and take him into the rear alleyway of 
the 1200 block of 18* Place, NE, Washington, DC, along with Montez Warren, while he (David Warren) 
was armed with a handgun. The person in photo #5 is the defendant, David Warren, PDID: 532-465. 
W4 has known the defendant for at least a year and a half. W4 was told and IT acknowledged that IT 
was offered no deals or promises in exchange for ITs statement. 

Based on the facts and circumstances, your affiant respectfully request that a District of Columbia 
Arrest Warrant be issued for the arrest of: David Warren.
